(CUP^— Universities across Can- 
ada ary^totpg elections for- their 
studen^pOMffiteleaders. 

The - ' V'^^ÉÉB^ÉS^toba 
elected anTXirlSîntQK^u^ as 
president of their Student's Union 
for the first timo since the creation 
of the poet in 1Ô10. ' 

Seventy-one perl cent.,.pf.:.thc 
Manitoba studcnta tumed'^ut^fe 
the polls. The thrcèKwmeîeid elec- 
tion fight saw Dick flocking elected 
by a narrow margin! He led by 
only seven votes at the end of the 
first count, but under Manitoba's 
transfcrrnbie vote «yistém the sec- 
ond choices listed on the ballots 
for the candidate running third 
wre redistributed among the other 
two, to increase. Bpcking's lead. 

The single transfcrrable ballot 
was also used in the University of 
British Columbia clt-ctions, for the 
presidency of their .\lma M.ntcr 
Society. The editor-in-chief of the 
Ubypsey was defeated in tho final 
count by 147 votes. Almost 50% 
of the. V.BX;. eludehta voted. Five 
candidates utn-e running. 

In the elfcctions at Wcotèrn, a 
near-record turnout of over 18':'^ 
elected twelve students to execu- 
tive posts. 
Comparable figures for McGlli 
'c a 58% turnout' for the elections 
held a year ago in March, and only 
45% for tho December elections 
thi.s year.

The first ot these is that most 
Commerce students have not had 
sufficient opportunity to obtain in 
formation concerning the industrial 
structure with which they must 
one day be assodated^In my opin- 
ion, the Commerce -Undergraduate 
Spclety could .do a great deal to 
relieve: this situation. As president 
I would endeavor , to institute a 
series of informal talks by men 
capable of discussing the various 
aspects of industrial organization.

Perhaps we feel it isn't going to stay around ' 
long enough to matter. « 

Evqn.lOO years ago, though, we might have 
.watched our coins more closely. For coinage 
in Canada was in~cha68.\ There wcta Sterling; 
there was the decimal systeth \^e know now; 
there were "York Shillings", and. "Halifax 
I^^^^^^nd quite a few more. 

Still," in spite of -variety, there wasn't enough 
coinage to go around for the countr}''s.bu6i<^ 
Dees. That wa« the day, therefore, when 
Molson's issued their own "token" bills and 
coins with which, for instance, they boiight 
bflriey. These interesting bita of currency 
carried symbols of the -brewing process 
They're collectors' items today. , * 

By }858 the Province of Canada (Ontario and 
Quebec) had adojited decimal currency — 
tliough in the early 60'b Bonsecour Market 
prices were still quoted in shillings an'd pence;- 

Molson's ceased issuing their token coins years 
•go. But it is pleasantly reassuring to reflect 
that other Molson's production continued — 
sfor the refreshment and enjoyment of succeed- 
ing generations of Canadians. 



Durliig my past year and a half 
at McGill, I have found a groWIng 
apathy for the Men's Union, which 
seems to have started several year! 
ago.' In fact, the Union is ceasing 
to ■ be • the centre of campus life, 
and Is becoming merely «-place for 
organizations to carry out' , their 
buf Inesg' This should not be the 
primary resson for the existence of 
the'Unibn. The Union should serve 
as a centre for relaxation and re- 
creation. At - present •less than 20 
per cent of McGIII's students use 
it for this purpose. Perhaps some of 
the fault lies in the policy of the 
past administration, and new ideas 
and opinions' are . needed to hsndle 
the day to day. problems. . 

Great physical "changes In the 
Unibn-^ are at present unnecessary, 
and would only divert money from 
the New Union Xund, which -would 
delay the construction of one of 
the most needed buildings on the 
campus. I believe that minor re 
pairs should be. made, .when neces 
tary, In the- present building, but 
that no major renovations should 
take place, as $50,000 has been al- 
located already for this purpose in 
the last five years. A- higher stand- 
rd of cleanliness could improve 
the building a great deal at ho 
additional expense. , , • v 

The buying of folding chairs, for 
the use of campus clubs should be 
completed, because they are ure 
ently required, and would be avail 
able for themew building. 

In co-operation with the heads of 
clubs, .1 would like to see more' 
dances held in the Union, not only 
for the large organizations, but in- 
formal parties put on by the small- 
er clubs on the campus, which 
would provide Inexpensive recirea- 
tion for their members. . 

Under the ■ Union - Dates -Cons , 
mittee. I wlirthdeavor to see -tha^ 
all outside orianlzatlons using the 
Union adhere to the rules and re- 
gulations of the University. I will 
also see that the committee runs 
In. complete co-operation with the 
clubs and faculties on the campus. 

Reliable' sources indicate, that 
start on the New Union will be 
made in three to five years. I feel 
that the executive of the Union 
should strongly support planning 
for a New Union, . 

I will. If elected' vice-president 
of the Union, strive with the Un- 
ion, executive to bring about 
more wholesome atmosphere for 
those who use the Union now, and 
try -to mike the Union a place 
where a majority of the studentit
